ilext] The process of the operation of a socialist economy is, in essence, 
sharply different from the state of anarchism of a capitalist economy. There- 
fore, as a kind of basic management system, a planned economy, like the public 
ownership of the means of production and the distribution system according to 
labor, should be regarded as one of the basic characteristics of a socialist 
economy. That is why it is not enough to generally admit that a socialist 
economy is a planned economy, and it is, moreover, necessary to study the 
operation and characteristics of the planned economy under the conditions of 
socialism. In my opinion, compared with the higher stage of future communism 
designed by classic writers, a planned economy under the conditions of socialism 
has its own specific characteristics. 


First, the objects of planning are not only the products but are also the 
essential part of the commodities. The plan has to be realized in a material 
form of commodity. Under socialist conditions labor is no longer a commodity, 
but a commodity remains a means of consumption and also a means of production. 
[The relationship between the enterprises wholly owned by the people as well 
as the relationship between the two kinds of public ownership are commodity 
relationships. This is a view of the nature of a progressive breakthrough 
that has recently been achieved by our theoretical circle. If we accept this 
view, we must at the same time accept the view that the plan must contain not 
lv what we need for striking an equilibrium between the social demand for 


ind the use value of commodities but also what we need for striking an equilibrium 
value through which we meet the demand for the economic interests of all 
ctors. If economic planning is divorced from the equilibrium of value, 


it will lose its scientific nature. This is because exchange of equal value 
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the "general commodity” nature of the socialist commodity relationship. 
fhough this general commodity nature is not the most essential na.ure of a 
socialist economy, it reflects the innate and internal link of the socialist 
production relations. 


Second, the planning should full, reflect the requirements of the law of value. 
Although the theory about the regulation of a socialist economy is mainly 
based on the basic economic law, no mode of regulation is determined by any 
one law alone. What this regulation reflects is the common demand resulting 
from the interaction of the various factors of the system of the socialist 
economic laws. Therefore, in carrying out the planning work, we should take 
full account of the operation of the law of value as well as the basic socialist 
economic law, the law of planned development and the law of cistribution 
according to labor. Reflected in the process of subjective economic planning, 
these objective requirements for a planned economy are evident mainly in the 
following three aspects: 1) In the formation and implementation of plans of 
an instructive nature, we should promptly and correctly be aware of the 
countless shades of difference and thousands of changing varieties of social 
demand. In order to achieve this aim we should rely on the help of economic 
indexes that reflect value. If we only consider the need for use value and 
neglect the possibility of the realization cf the value of the products in 
the market and the comprehensive equilibrium of the indexes of the use value 
of the goods and the financial, credit and foreign exchange value indexes of 
the goods, we will inevitably bring about a substantial macroeconomic imbalance. 
As a result, we will not be able to concentrate the financial and material 
resources of the state on guaranteeing the construction of key projects. 
At that time, there will be a danger of failing to fulfill the state plan. 
2) The instructive plan of the state should contain the utilization of price, 
taxation, interest rates and other economic levers to regulate the production 
and circulation of our enterprises in order for production and circulation 
to meet the social demand. In my opinion, the two points mentioned above are 
the main forms and the main scope of operation of the law of value in a 
socialist planned economy. Those who hold the view that the law of value can 
only play its role in the process of spontaneous regulation of the market 
mechanism is in fact still setting the law of planned development against the 
law of value and treating the latter as an alien force. As a matter of fact, 
the conscious utilization of the law of value throughout the process of the 
implementation of the economic plan is precisely a characteristic of the 
planned economy under socialist conditions. 3) The state does not include in 
its plan the commodities of small quantity and large in number of varieties, 
and the plan allows for the fluctuation of market prices to regulate produc- 
tion. However, as a whole, these commodities are placed within the boundary 
of socialist control, and therefore this form of regulation is called a 
upplementary form of the scecialist economic regulation. Thus it differs in

(lext] The regulatory role of the law of value shows different characteristics 
in different societies. The production of commodities exists in differeut 
societies. The role of the law of value must first be subordinate to the basic 
economic laws of different societies. in addition, it is combined with other 
economic laws. They condition each other and function as a kind of joint force. 
For instance, in a capitalist society, it must be subordinate to the law of 
surplus value. Moreover, it must be combined with economic laws such as the 
law of production anarchy to function together in achieving the purposes of 
capitalist production. In this case, the regulatory role of the law of value 
is characterized by its spontaneity. Socialism has brought about the system 

of public ownership of the means of production. On the basis of this systen, 
eccnomic laws such as the planned and proportionate development of the national 
economy and basic socialist economic laws came into being. Since it is 
possible to make arrangements for the distribution of the total labor of 
society and for its proportionate relations with the demands of society through 
prior planning, how can the law of value play its regulatory role? What are 
the characteristics of its regulatory role? 


First, the regulatory role of the law of value is connected with the regulatory 
role of the law of planning. Socialism is only an elementary stage of communisn. 
Fspecially in the case of China, at present, the system of public ownership 

is still imperfect and immature. The system has two different forms. Moreover, 
there are other economic factors. These have determined that the regulatory 

role of the law of planning must be subject to certain limitations. On the 

oicher hand, since people's knowledge of the economic laws and of the conscious 
application of these laws is still incomplete, it is difficult to completely 
ivoid all kinds of errors in planning work. For instance, the proportion of 

the plans is not all that scientific and the system of management is not all 
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in all aspects. Our practice in the past three decades has tully proven this 
point. Thus, it is still necessary to fully promote the regulatory role of the 
law of value. This is objectively necessary. Moreover, there are advantages 
too. 


Ihe regulatory role of the law of value can be connected with the regulatory 
role of the law of planning because they are identical: They must be subordi- 
nate to the basic socialist economic laws. In this way, a fixed proportionate 
relationship between the quantity of the total labor of society and the scale 
of the total demands of society is maintained and the production aim of 
satisfying the demands of society is realized. But differences and contradic- 
tions exist between these two regulatory roles: The law of planning is based 
on the public ownership of the means of production, especially ownership by 
the whole people. Thus, its regulatory role is arranged beforehand to be 
implemented through the state's planning, synthesizing and balancing. In 
drawing up plans, the state usually proceeds from the overall interests and 
the long-term interests of society. In addition, attention is paid to the 
immediate, partial and local interests of the laborers and enterprises. The 
law of value is based on the socialist production of commodities. No matter 
how many individual working hours are spent in producing a commodity, it is 
only the necessary working hours of society which can determine the quantity 
of value. If too many working hours have been spent, they are not recognized 
by society and the enterprises suffer losses; if less working hours have been 
speint, the enterprises can enjoy greater profits. Thus, the regulatory role 
of the law of value is realized after the economic activities of the enterprises 
have taken place; as to the question of what and how much should be produced, 
the enterprises usually proceed from their own partial and immediate interests 
in considering the subordination of their cwn interests to the overall and long- 
term interests of the state. Basically, the interests of the state, the 
enterprises and the laborers are identical. After all, there are certain 
differences. Their stand and vision are quite different. All sorts of 
contradictions must objectively exist. The identity between the regulatory 
roles of the two laws enable them to be tied together while the differences 
between them enable them to condition each other. If we examine this mutual 
conditioning relationship from the viewpoint of the law of value, on one hand, 
the fact that it conditions the law of planning is expressed in its demanding 
that it is necessary for the state to utilize the form of value and consider 
the interests of the enterprises in formulating plans and distributing the 
total labor of society. Thus, it is necessary for the state to understand 
beforehand the demands of society through the market, after that, it is 
necessary to make use of the market in examining and adjusting the proportion 
of the plans. On the other hand, its beiug conditioned by the law of planning 
is expressed in the fact that the price of a commodity cannot spontaneously 
increase or decrease, that it must be fixed by plans, that the economic 
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litterent socialist economic spheres, there are different concrete expressions 
of the planned character of the regulatory role of the law of value, At 

present, the producers of commodities in our country belong to different systems 
of ownership, the commodities they produce have different functions and occupy 
different positions in the national economy and the people's livelihood, and 

the different combinations between the two form different economic spherec 


The first kind of combination: The products and construction items of the 
enterprises with the system of public ownership are extremely important to the 
national economy and people's livelihood. In this economic sphere, the 
regulatory role of the law of planning is tremendous, the regulatory role of 
the law of value is closely connected with it, the quotas imposed by the state 
issume the character of orders and the enterprises must achieve them, the 
ptices of commodities are strictly fixed by plans and the enterprises are not 
permitted te change them even if they wish to. In this case, the planned 
character of the regulatory role of the law of value is most fully and notably 
manifested, 


he se-ond kind of combination: Most are individual laborers or enterprises 
under the system of collective ownership, there are also some enterprises 
owned by the whole people, the products of these enterprises are not so 
important to the national economy and people's livelihood, the products have 
varving designs and standards and there are many varieties too, it is impossible 
to incorporate them all into state plans. In this sphere, the regulatory role 
of the law of planning is expressed in the fact that the enterprises are only 
given a fixed range, there is no quota and the prices are not fixed. As long 
as they follow the guidance of the state plans and the necessary administrative 
managemen’, they can determine production and the prices of their commodities 
according to the situation of supply and demand on the market. In this case, 
the regulatory role of the law of value is more spontaneous. 


The third kind of combination: On the whole, nost enterprises belong to the 
public ownership system, the products of which have a certain importance in 

the national economy and people's livelihood. The regulatory role of the law 
of planning is expressed in the fact that the quotas imposed by the state 

are for reference purposes only, the enterprises can refer to the quotas, 
meanwhile, they can determine their own production plans according to the 
situation of supply and demand on the market, the prices of the commodities 

are planned floating prices or they can be determined through negotiation by 
the supplier and the buyer. In order to make such production follow ine 
planned track, the state should more frequently promote the role of economic 
levers of taxation, credits and retention of profits; as to the floating 
prices, it is necessary to properly fix the base prices and the range within 
which they can float. Thus, this sphere can be called a mixture of the previous 
spheres or an intermediate layer between the two. In this case, the regulatory 
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ind the t ie irket ce there is tl entral feature, it is 
ensured that the basic demands of the national economy and people's livelihood 
sill be satisfied. But, since there is a relative stability in the plans 
themselves, the varieties of product included in the plans are very limited; 
it the demands of the society are varied and thev quickly change. tf there 
nly the central feature, social production will have the shortcomings of 
inflexibility and monotony. 
the second economi sphere, roduction and exchange are regulated by the 
irket within the range permitted by the state. This is the complementar 
irt tf the socialist planned economy and tiie unified market. vyhen there is 
this mplementary part, the shortcomings of the central feature in planning, 
t ulating, synthesizing and balancing are then properly remedied. Since this 


mplementaryv part is directly related with the market, it is sensitive and 
icute in reflecting changes in supply and demand, and is extremely flexible 


in reorganizing production and exchange. 


n the entire socialist planned economic system, the leading role of planning, 
regulating synthesizing and balancing is promoted, meanwhile, attention i 
aid to promoting the auxiliary role of market regulation. In this way, 
relative stability and flexibility can be realized in the proportionate rela- 
tions between the total Jabor and total demand of society. Such proportionate 
relations are the best proportionate relations. They give the maximum economic

results and best suit the aim of socialist production. 
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of the party and the state and also on the immediate interests of all of us. 
(he four tasks are the important responsibility of party committees and leader- 
ship organs at various levels. Every one of us has the responsibility of 
throwing himself into these tasks. The restructuring of the administration 

and economic setup is a complicated and difficult task. There is not enough 
experience, and we must keep on exploring and advancing.

REPORT BY YUNNAN PROVINCIAL FINANCIAL DIRECTOR

Hua [6392 5478] at the 16th session of the Standing Committee of the Fifth 
Yunnan Provincial People's Congress held on 25 September 1982: "Report on 
1981 Local Financial Statement"] 


[Text] Fellow members: 


Entrusted by the provincial people's government, I hereby present a "Report on 
1981 Local Financial Statement" to the 16th session of the Standing Committee 
of the Fifth Provincial People's Congress for examination and approval. 


With regard to our province's budget for the 1981 fiscal year, I made a report 

at the fourth session of the Fifth Provincial People's Congress and at the 

12th session of the Standing Committee of the Fifth Provincial People's Congress. 
The 1981 fiscal year financial statement has been officially compiled. According 
to the resolution of the Congress, I hereby present it to the Standing Committee 

for examination and approval. 


I. 1981 Local Financial Statement 


In 1981, under the leadership of the provincial CPC Committee and the provin- 
cial people's government, the guiding principles formulated by the central 
authorities on further carrying out economic readjustment and promoting political 
stability were conscientiously implemented on all fronts of our province and 
marked results were achieved in various work. Our province's financial task 

of taking in revenue was overfulfilled and there was a surplus of revenue over 
eynenditure. Thie contributed. to a certain extent. to the improvement of 





(his showed a decrease of 9.2 percent compared with same period in 1980. Total 
expenditures amounted to 1.859 billion yuan, if money borrowed by the central 
authorities, the expenses of some units of the central authorities in localities 


and the purchase of government bonds by the local financial wnits are included. 
After computing total income and expenditures, the accumulated surplus at the 


end of the year amounted to 597 million yuan. The 17 prefectures, mumic’~ :li- 
ties, administrative areas and 128 counties (towns) throughout the province 

held a favorable balance between income and expenditures, and 46 counties each 
had a favorable balance exceeding 1 million yuan, accounting for 35.6 percent 

of the total number of counties. When we examine the matters item by item, we 
may also find that various incomes also increased, the industrial and commercial 
tax in particular. The surplus income of industrial and commercial tax accounted 
for 90 percent of the total surplus. 


The 1981 local revenue and expenditure situation was good. The main reasons were: 


L. Production of agriculture and light industry further developed. Agriculture 
is the foundation of the national economy. The development of agriculture and 
light industry is beneficial not only to the readjustment of the economic 
structures and the coordination of the proportional relations of various quarters, 
but also to market stability and the increase of financial income. In 1981, 

the funds allocated for the development of light industry and diversified 
economy in the rural areas were increased and the contract system concerning 

the use of fin ancial funds was actively implemented. Where conditions existed, 
compensated assistance was gradually rendered for some production projects. 

In the meantime, we strengthened management of the development funds provided 

for the backward areas and the funds for the construction of the border regions 
as well as subsidies for people's communes, We attached importance to the 
effects of the utilization of funds. With regard to tax revenue, we continued 
to adopt some measures to assist the development of enterprises run by communes 
and production brigades and light industry. We appropriately increased the 
purchase prices for some agricultural and sideline products, including flue- 
cured tobacco and others. This played a positive role to a certain extent in 
promoting the development of our province's agriculture and industry and the 
expansion of commodity circulation. The total output value of agriculture in 
1981 increased by 8.2 percent over same period in 1980. Total output value 

of industry increased by 8.1 percent compared with 1980, and the total output 
value of light industry increased by 17.9 percent. The retail sales volume of 
commodities in the society increased by 7.6 percent over same period in 1980. 

In so doing, we not only boosted tax revenue and enlivened the market, but also 
brought about a prosperous economy and withdrew currency from circulation. 

As far as financial incomes were concerned, industrial and commercial tax 
amounted to 1.35 billion yuan, which showed an increase of 26.8 percent over 





to the overall budyet of the whole province, the profits turned over by state- 
operated enterprises to the state in 1981 amounted to 396 million yuan. However, 
to support the development of industry and agriculture and ensure the stability 
of people's livelihood, various allowances continued to increase. In 1981 
alone, various allowances for price differences of grain, cotton, oil, pork, 
chemical fertilizer, agricultural machinery and other losses permitted by 
policies amounted to 395 million yuan, an increase of more than 13 million over 
1980. The allowances and losses in this respect reduced the amount of profits 
turned over by enterprises. Therefore, in the final statement, the actual 
amount ot profits turned over by enterprises was 1 million yuan. The income 
from enterprises’ profits were 10 million yuan more than expected. 


3. We stuck to the principle of all-round considerations anc arrangements for 
the nation as a whole, implemented the principle of acting according to our 
own capabiiity and reduced capital construction and various nonproductive 
expenses. We achieved certain results in this respect. To realize the "two 
balances and one stability" while promoting the development of production and 
increasing incomes, the state adopted a series of measures to reduce and 
exercise control over expenditure. For instance, the central financial depart- 
ments borrowed money from their local counterparts, issued government bonds, 
extensively reduced capital construction and cut down various expenses by 

15 percent, controlled the use of surplus deposits and so forth. In our province, 
the expenditures on capital construction for the whole year were 252 million 
yuan, a drop of 44.6 percent compared with 1980. Due to the reduction of 
capital construction, we not only shortened the gap between incomes and expendi- 
tures, but also eased the tight market supply. Apart from that, this practice 
also played an active role in enhancing the results of investments, shortening 
construction periods and speeding up the progress of construction. In 1981, 

we also checked on construction projects in progress. We suspended 42 construc- 
tion items which needed more than 1 million yuan in investment each, because 
conditions did not yet exist for their completion. We concentrated our efforts 
to speed up other construction projects. Therefore, fixed assets available for 
use during the whole year were 28.3 percent higher than the amounts invested 

in that year, an increase of 37.3 percent over 1980. At the end of 1981, 

the number of projects in progress dropped by 25.4 percent and the amount of 
surplus funds decreased by 17.4 percent. Due to the readjustment of investment 
proportions of various trades and services, the percentage of investment in 
heavy industry decreased, whereas the proportion of investment in culture, 
education, people's livelihood and light and textile industries increased. 

The proportion of investment in culture, education, public health and people's 
livelihood increased from 4.2 percent in 1978 to 8 percent of 1981. The number 
of dwellings for staff members and workers also increased by a big margin. 
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\part from that, financial sections at all levels also made more expenditures 
on culture, education, public health and science than in previous years. In 
1981, the increase of expenditures on culture, education, public health and 
science was mainly devoted to improving teaching and medical conditions and 
recruiting more students. Apart from increasing investment in the buildins and 
expansion of school buildings, we also repaired old buildings, covering tloor 
space of more than 900,000 square meters, and increased teaching facilities and 
expanded the number of hospital beds by 1,006. We also strengthened medical 
and sanitation work in the rural areas and devoted more efforts to preventing 
infectious diseases. Starting from the fourth quarter of 1981, we increased 
the salaries of middle and primary school teachers, sports workers and some 
medical workers. In that quarter alone, expenditures in this respect increased 
by 6 million yuan. 


5. We strengthened supervision and management over finance to close the loop- 
hole of "dodging, making false claims, siphoning off and evasion." In these 
few years, although our province has improved financial management, the work 

in this respect has not been firmly grasped. In accordance with the circulars 
and instructions issued by the State Council and the provincial people's 
government, in 1981 we successively carried out the work of checking on tax 
revenues and the finance of enterprises. After implementing the circular on 
"checking on tax evasion, tax dodging and tax due,"' issued and approved by the 
State Council, we found that the loss of money throughout the province resulting 
from the practice of tax evasion, tax dodging and tax due, amounted to more 
than 28 million yuan. In 1981, we recovered more than 23 million yuan and put 
this money in the treasury. Through extensive checks on enterprises’ finances, 
according to statistics issued duringthe first half of 1982, the sum of money 
resulting fromthe practice of violating financial discipline amounted to more 
than 150 million yuan, 50 million yuan of which should be collected and put in 
the treasury. At the end of 1981, more than 10 million yuan had been recovered. 
Through the work of checking on finances, we further improved the situation of 
lax and loose financial management and supervision. In the meantime, we provided 
various enterprises, departments and units with education on financial policy, 
decrees and systems and corrected unhealthy trends. This played a positive 
role in dealing blows to criminal activities in the economic field. 


Some problems also arose in the process of checking on revenues and expenditures 
in 1981. The main problem was that our economic returns were not high. The 
profit increase of the state-operated enterprises was lower than the growth of 
output value, and certain economic indexes had not been restored to the best 
level in history. With regard to the distribution of the increased profit of 
enterprises, the order of priorities of the state, enterprises (collectives) 

and individuals was not fully followed. Some enterprises increased their 





policies, yuiding principles and measures adopted since the third plenary 
session of the llth CPC Central Committee. On the basis of consolidating 
what we have achieved, we should study and solve problems arising in our work 
one by one so that the favorable situation in our province will be further 
promoted. 


[l. The Situation of Adhering to the 1982 Local Financial Budget 


During the first 8 months of 1982, our province was good in adhering to the 
budget. Up to August, local budgetary income amounted to 903 million yuan, 
which accounted for 86 percent of the total budgetary income. This also made 
up 67.5 percent of the highest income quotas set by the province. Budgetary 
income up to August registered an increase of 22 percent over same period last 
year. Local budgetary expenditures amounted to 104.5 million yuan, accounting 
for 50.8 percent of the total budgetary expenditures. This showed an increase 
of 18.9 percent over same period last year. The fact that this year's situation 
of budgetary revenue and expenditure is good should be attributed to the 
favorable political and economic situation, effective plans and arrangements, 
great efforts exerted by the provincial CPC Committee and people's government 
to firmly grasp various work and the constant rapid development of industrial 
and agricultucal production. 


To ensure the efficient accomplishment of the task of adhering to the 1982 

local budgetary revenue and expenditures and contributing to the continuous 
fundamental financial balance of the whole country, various localities and 
departments should firmly grasp economic and financial work in the months to 
come, with the main emphasis placed on the enhancement of economic returns. 

We should further carry out the activities of practicing economy and increasing 
production, attach importance to the effective way of making, accumulating and 
using money, extensively increase incomes, exercise strict control over expendi- 
tures, strengthen financial checks and supervision, resolutely oppose extra- 
vagance and waste and deal blows to economic criminal activities. Various 
departments at all levels should consientiously analyze and study the situation 
of economic and financial revenue and expenditure in the fourth quarter in 

light of their actual conditions, adopt active measures to promote further 
development of production, greatly enhance economic returns and do their utmost 
to accomplish the arduous task set by the province. They should balance revenue 
and expenditure, and various expenditures should be arranged according to the 
budgetary plan.

[Text] In China, coal is one of the major energy resources. At present, 
local coal production accounts for one-half the total coal output in the whole 
country. Planned coal production and distribution in localities have a direct 
bearing on the planned development of the national economy as a whole. 


It Is Necessary to Handle Local Coal Production in a Planned Way 


Coal is a material resource which plays an important part in the national 
economy and the people's livelihood. At present, the gap between production 
and demand is fairly large and production cannot yet satisfy demand. On the 
one hand, the development of the national economy demands a certain growth 
rate of coal production. On the other hand, coal production is limited by 
the existing conditions in the coal mines and cannot fully satisfy the social 
demand in a short time. For this reason, coal production cannot be organized 
according to regulation by market mechanism; rather, annual plans together 
with long-term programs must be worked out for coal production under the 
guidance of the planned economy so as to strive to gradually expand reproduction 
and attain a balance between production and demand. At present, local coal 
production makes up 46 percent of the total coal output in the country, and 
coal produced by state-run enterprises accounts for 56 percent of the total 
local coal output. Therefore, we must guarantee that local coal production 
is handled in a planned way and at the same time, try to create necessary 
conditions for planned production. 





The coal price is set on the low side and to a certain extent deviates from 
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lhe components of local mines are complex. Coal mines run by provinces, 
prefectures (cities) and counties are enterprises under the public ownership 
system of the whole people. Their production, supply and marketing channels 
ire fairly regular and their production is mainly organized in a planned way. 
But disordered production is more evident in collective coal mines run by 
communes and brigades where the production, supply and marketing channels are 
rather irregular. If this sector of production is not brought into line with 
the state plan but allowed to develop randomly, it will produce an adverse 
impact on the planned economv. Besides, different coal mine conditions and 
coal quality will lead to different marketability. If coal production is 
completely subject to regulation by market mechanism, it is inevitable that 
the supply of low cost coal produced by commune-run mines and high quality 
coal produced by the mines with good production conditions will fall short of 
demand while the coal produced by state-run enterprises and the low-grade coal 
produced by the mines with poor production conditions will become unmarketable 
and be overstocked. In order to help state-run coal mines and mobilize the 
initiative of the localities with poor production conditions in running coal 
mines, it is necessary to organize coal production in a planned way. 


lt Is Necessary to Handle Local Coal Distribution in a Planned Way 


In order to keep an overall balance in coal production, supply and marketing, 
it is necessary to maintain planned coal distribution. In national terms, 
coal is in serious short supply and in local terms too, many areas are short 
of coal. This brings difficulties to the work of keeping an overall balance. 
[f coal is not distributed in a planned way, we wiil hardly be able to succeed 
in keeping an overall balance in the whole country or in an area. The current 
situation, in which the coal subject to unified distribution is distributed 

in a planned way but a considerable part of local coal is mainly subject to 
regulation by market mechanism, is unfavorable to the overall balance. 


In order to rationally exploit resources, it is also necessary to uphold planned 
distribution. Coal is a kind of underground resources and can only be exploited 
once. Planned production and rational exploitation are both necessary, otherwise, 
it is unavoidable that resources will be damaged. At present, the rush for 

pening up mines by communes, brigades and individuals in some places is 

1inly caused by the lack of guidance by plans and the purchasing which is 
conducted without following the plans. As a result, random exploitation is 


encouraved. 


Rational utilization and conservation of energy also call for planned distri- 
bution. There are two areas in energy conservation. One is the conservation 
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lt Is Necessary to Reform the Local Coal Circulation System 


Coal production and distribution are two links when coal mines are organizing 
reproduction and they form an inseparsble entirely. At present, though the 
production and marketing of the coal subject to unified distribution are managed 
by the coal industrial department in a unified way, the old setup in wh‘ | 

coal production and marketing are not managed bv the same department is still 
maintained in many provinces and regions. This not only influences the planned 
coal production and reproduction, but also adds difficulties to keeping an 
overall balance between production and marketing. It is therefore necessary 

to reform the local coal circulation system. 


When handling local coal production and marketing, the planned economy should 
play a leading role and regulation by market mechanism play a supplementary 
role. It is necessary, first of all, to guarantee the fulfillment of production 
plans and transfer plans. Under this precondition, coal production for export 
or bartering with other enterprises can be handled appropriately. Under the 
guidance of the planned economy, the role of the law of value and regulation 

by market mechanism should be brought into play so as to encourage production. 


[It is necessary to restore the system under which local coal production and 
marketing are managed by the coal industrial department in a unified manner. 
In this way, the coal subject to unified distribution and the coal controlled 
by localities can be managed by the same department. This will help keep a 
balance between production and marketing. 


It is suggested that the coal subject to unified distribution can be allotted 
to provinces and regions according to quotas. The portion of ¢oal consumed 
above the quotas s‘ duld be supplied at higher prices. The more coal is 
produced by localities, the more coal they can consume. And local coal should 
be shipped to other places at higher prices, so as to arouse the initiative 

of the localities in running mines and conserving energy. 


Intermediate circulation links should be reduced and production should be 
linked more directly with marketing, so that more expenses for circulation 

can be saved and funds can turn over more rapidly. This will be conducive to 
the improvement of economic results and the development of energy conservation 
work.

HOUSING ACHIEVEMENTS AFTER EARTHQUAKE IN TIANJIN REPORTED

[Text] Thanks to the solicitude of the Party Central Committee and the State 
Council, and to the strong support from the fraternal provinces, municipali- 
ties, the autonomous regions, and the PLA, the Tianjin CPC Committee has 
successfully led the people in the municipality in earthquake relief work, 

in quickly restoring production and in rebuilding their homes in the past 6 
years. Now the municipality has taken on the appearance of a highly civilized, 
clean and beautiful Tianjin. 


The severe earthquake of 28 July 1976 brought tremendous losses to the muni- 
cipality. More than 34 million square meters of living space were damaged, 
including more than 16 million square meters, or 70 percent of the total 
housing area, with severe damage.

Outstanding Work 
Force Before There Can Be Any Outstanding Engineering Achievements-~An 
Investigative Report on the Success of No 6 Municipal Construction Company in 
Recovering Its Reputation in Quality of Work, Construction Periods and Manage- 
ment’ | 


[Text] The No 6 Municipal Construction Company which had remained backward 
for several consecutive years began to make its comeback last year. It has 
now successfully recovered its reputation in the quality of work, the construc- 
tion period, and work-site management. From January to June this year, it 
completed a total floorspace of more than 141,000 square meter--which is worth 
25,910,000 yuan--and 72 percent of its work is considered to be of excellent 
quality. It has overfulfilled its semiannual plan in terms of both time and 
tasks, and the value of its work, the floorpsace it has completed, and pro- 
portion of excellent work were increased by 25.6/ percent, 33.3 percent and 

1? percent respectively over the same period last year. After building two 
excellent residential areas in Baoding Road and Xima Road last year, it has 
further raised the standard of its work in four residential areas to a new 
level this year. A few days ago, our correspondent visited these four work- 
sites, and was deeply impressed by “heir cleanliness and neatness as well as 
the solid state and beautiful appearence of the engineering jobs. The third 
residential area in the north of Tiyuan has been inspectea by and won the 


praises from other companies in the same trade in more than 1¢ provinces and 
minicipalities. The most important lesson which this compary has learned in 
the past year and more in making this change is that it has attached great 


importance to the strengthening of its work force. 


Setting Up Schools at Selected Points To Incalcate a Sense of Pride and To 
Inspire Confidence Among Workers 
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workers said: No 6 Construction Company originally had a good foundation. 

[t was in a passive position in the past several years only because the 
leadership failed to carry out in-depth investigations and the work force 

was not strong enough. The company party committee noted their views and 
decided to change the leadership's work style in order to strengthen the 

work force as a major task in transforming the company. It also pled,-u to 
fight a battle for the recovery of its former reputation in the work quality, 
construction periods and management of the work-sites. To pluck up their 
revolutionary courage and to strengthen their confidence, the leaders decided 
to set up the work-site in Baoding residential area as an experimental point, 
and opened a sctool to train the workers. After the work started on 14 
October last year, the leading members of the company party committee brought 
a whole team of party, government, trade unions and CYL personnel to work at 
the work-site where they carried out propaganda activities and created a 
political atmosphere. They also set up a system of education for the workers 
in every shift and group in and outside the work-site so as to incalcate among 
them a sense of pride. At every stage of work, meetings wereiheld to commend 
the standard-bearers, to offer rewards and to put up an honor roll. These 
activities greatly encouraged the orkers and staff members. In Baoding 
residential area, the 10 blocks with a floorspace of more than 18,400 square 
meters and three auxiliary engineering projects were completed on 15 October, 
one month ahead of schedule. The engineering cost was lowered- by 6.12 percent, 
and the quality of every block was rated as excellent. Two of these: blocks 
were even rated by the bureau as model engineering, since it abhieved "all per- 
fection” for the whole area at the first attempt, and won high praises from 
the government and the residents in Heping District. 


Success in the construction of the Baoding Road residential areas raised the 
morale of the workers and staff members of the whole company. Late last year 
and early this year, the company party committee launched an extensive 
campaign throughout the company to learn from Baoding Road and to emulate the 
Baoding Road style, besides expanding their experiment. Not only the company, 
but also the work sections paid great attention to these experimental points, 
and the number of these experimental points was increased from two last year 
to four this year. The company decided to raise the standard of these four 
experimental points, involving a total floorspace of more than 140,000 square 
meters, to or even above the Baoding Road level, and to strive for "all-per- 
fection" for these residential areas. 


To obtain the expected results, the company also launched a labor emulation 
among different areas and different sections and teams within each area. 
During the emulation, all teams, strong or weak alike, would not be reconciled 
to defeat, and were trying hard to win. The first team of the first section 
and the third team of the second section undertook the construction of 10 
blocks of houses with a total floorspace of more than 30,000 square meters 
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olf the first section attached great importance to quality, and the main part 
ot its work was behind that of the third team of the second section by 18 
walls. The team leader organized the shift leaders to go to inspect and 
learn from the third team of the second section. Upon their return, everyone 
was asked to report their own shortcomings so that corrective measures 

could be worked out. Some shift proposed that everyone should start work 
earlier and go off later; others insisted on preserving high quality and 
increasing the speed of progress, and raised the slogan "Catch up with the 
second section through 30 days’ hard work." Because of all their efforts, 
their main task completed at the end of March this year was at the same level 
as that of the third team of the second section. According to the bureau's 
evaluation, the quality of engineering and equipment in the third area was of 
a''high level in the residential area north of Tiyuan, and two blocks of houses 
were rated as model engineering work. 


Checking the "Four Unhealthy Tendencies," Enforcing Plant Discipline and 
Cultivating the Sense of Organization and Discipline among the Workers and 
Staff Members 


Since early February this year, the No 6 Construction Company has in an organ- 
ized, planned and systematic way checked the "four unhealthy tendencies" 
(namely, gambling, drinking before coming on duty, fist-fighting, and steal- 
ing public property) as a means of enforcing labor discipline. For the en- 
forcement of discipline, the company and its work sections, plants, teams and 
centers have formed separate labor discipline enforcement groups and trained 
more than 2,300 backbone elements. A great deal of ideological and political 
work has been carried out among those with problems of "four unhealthy tenden- 
cies'' in every unit. Broadcasting, slogans, wall bulletins and other media 
were also used to publiize the harms of the “four unhealthy tendencies" and 
the meaning of discipline enforcement. Some work sections have even adopted 
the method of visiting the misguided youths in their homes in an effort to 
educate the broad masses of workers and staff members. In dealing with those 
who have serious problems and yet are recalcitrant, swift and severe punish- 
ment is meted out according to the seriousness of the offense. Some of them 
have been dealt with administratively; others have been fired; and a small 
number of those who violated the criminal law have been handed over to the 
judicial authorities. On this basis, they have worked out their plant rules 
and regulations including “eight requirements" and "ten prohibitions." 


In the enforcement of discipline, the company party committee are making 
strict demands on the cadres. Im late March and early April this year, a 
security chief and a deputy plant director got drunk before coming to work. 
The leadership did not give them any special consideration and punished them 
severely in the same way it did to other workers. This incident produced a 
profound effect on the broad masses of workers and staff members. 





rise of 3 percent over that of the same period last year. The broad masses of 
workers and staff members have made it thear practice to work with all their 
might and main during the 8 hours of their shift and to make some extra con- 
tributions outside these 8 hours. They are usually working up to 6 or 7 
o'clock in the evening, and many of them are coming to the work-site ahead of 
schedule to prepare for taking over the shift. In the second team of  e 
third section, the problems with “four unhealthy tendencies" were fairly 
serious. In the second half of last year, when this team was working in a cer- 
tain work-site, the quality of their work was poor and the construction period 
was 1 month behind schedule because of laxity in discipline. This led to dis- 
satisfaction of the party which sub-contracted the work to this team. In 
February this year, this team moved into the residential area in Xihuchuan to 
work jointly with the second light industry departments. Because the "four 
unhealthy tendencies" had been effectively checked, the militancy of this team 
was greatly increased, and in building the five blocks of residential houses, 
the average work efficiency was increased to more than 120 percent, and the 
quality of work even surpassed that in Baoding Road. The enforcement of dis- 
cipline has also brought about 619 instances of good people and good deeds, 
such as not pocketing the money picked up in the street, helping others as a 
pleasure, courage in defense of just causes, and determination to combat 
evils, during the "Socialist Ethics Month" in March. 


Insistence on High Standards and Technical Training for the Work Force 


The No 6 Construction Company has a fairly large number of workers, especially 
at the first line of action, where more than half of the workers were employed 
after 1979. Their average grade was only two-and-one half, and their technical 
level was inadequate for "all-perfect" performance. The company made great 
efforts to raise the workers’ technical level in many different ways. First, 
it firmly adhered to the system of setting up models and made strict demands 

on the workers’ training. The third team of the fourth section undertaking the 
construction én Hongfangzi residential area has firmly upheld the system of 
setting up models since 1 April when it started work, because it wanted to 
alleviate the inconvenience of the residents who had for a long time to "take 
three steps of the stairway at a time." In laying the padding layer, all the 
workers had to do in the past was to level the cement and then smooth it with 

a shovel. Now they have to use boards and trowels as though they are plaster- 
ing the surface. In preparing the foundation, a little deviation made no dif- 
ference; now not even 1 millimeter's difference can be overlooked, and in 
joining the reinforcing bars, there must be an overlapping of 60 centimeters at 
the ends. In making platforms, all they needed before was enough mortar and a 
flat surface; now they have to do their work as though they are building a wall. 
In builddadng walls, the criteria for bricklaying is now even stricter. In 
building mixed water walls, there must be no leakage through the headers and 
the seams; and in building clear water walls, the seams must be in line with 
those of mixed water walls. To ensure that the walls are in a perfectly 
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Another way for the company to raise the technical level of its workers is 
througl technical contests. More than 900 persons from 11 different types 

of work have joined these contests, in the course of which, 188 technical 
experts have emerged. Thus the progress of excellent engineering was main- 
tained. The third team of the second sections, undertaking the construction 

in the third residential area north of Tiyuan, held contests for different 
toes of work at different stages of the project for workers of the same grade. 
tur example, in building the foundation, the reinforced bar workers are matched 
against the cement workers; in building walls, the bricklayers are organized to 
compete with one another; and in the construction of fixtures, the plasterers, 
plumbers, electricians and painters will compete with one another. The con- 
tests take the forms of both practical and written work. 


The contests have given great inspiration to the young workers in learning 
about technology. A young wo-ker ‘ad received 2 years" labor education as a 
form of punishment, was not qualified to join the contest in the Baoding Road 
work-site last year. He was very much upset. After he came to the work-site 
north of Tiyuan, he made painstaking efforts to improve his skill, and requested 
the tutors to teach him whatever he did not know. He later won the first 
prize in the March contest. These contests have raised the young workers' 
technical level by one or two grades, and some of them have been raised from 
the second to the fifth or sixth grade. In the bricklaying team for example, 
there were more than 20 bricklayers, but only two or three of them could 

build excellent outer walls. Now there are six or seven of them, and they can 
help to speed up the work. 


This company has also attached great importance to the overall improvement of 
the technology of its work force. In the first half of this year, it made great 
efforts in bringing about the coordination of work procedures and operation 
sequences for bricklaying, plastering, carpentry and concrete mixing. Construc- 
tion engineering is the result of many different types of work. Because of the 
lack of coordination in the past, some work which should be done first was de- 
layed, while other work which should have been held up was completed ahead of 
others. The result was that some walls, already plastered, had to be smashed 
and rebuilt again, and a brand new mansion was covered with many patches. 
Coordinated work procedures and operation sequences have remedied these defects. 
In plastering for example, after the coordination of the sequences of opera- 
tion, the roofing is covered with a first layer of mortar. This is followed 

by a first layer of cement to protect the windowsills at the four corners, and 
then a cement covering for the floor. Now a second cement layer is needed 

on top as an added protection to the windowsill corners. Finally comes the 
whitewashing. The work at each stage has to be inspected and passed by the 
foreman before it goes on to the next stage. This will eliminate the necessity 
of repeated work due to lack of coordination besides providing better protection 
to the finished work and making it possible for "all perfection" to be obtained 
at the first attempt. 
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PROGRESS IN WATER SUPPLY PROJECT FOR TIANJIN REPORTED

[Article by Yang Lanbin [279 5695 1755]: "Smooth Progress Is Being Made in 
Project of Drawing Water From Luanhe River into Tianjin" ] 


[Text] Progress in the work of drawing water from Luanhe River into Tianjin 
is gratifying. Work on 66, or more than 60 percent of the total 109 diver- 
sion routes has been started, and 13 percent of the total length--1,277 
meters--of the diversion tunnel has been completed. The progress is quicker 
than anticipated. The total number of projects started in the first half of 
the year was four more than the planned figure, and amounted to 74 percent 

of the total number called for in the annual plan. The semiannual plan for 

22 projects were overfulfilled ahead of schedule, and 38 others were completed 
according to schedule. 


Construction of the water diversion tunnel is the most important part of the 
whole project. Displaying the spirit of "defying difficulty and death," the 
commanders and fighters of a certain unit of the Railway Engineer Corps and 
another PLA unit stationed in Tianjin used scientific methods and improved 

the technology. They popularized the technique of precision explosion used in 
combination with bolting and shotcrete and made various minor adjustments 

to speed up the progress of work. Before the ceremony was held to mark the 
beginning of work, the commanders and fighters were already in the 11 slanting 
shafts which had reached the site of the main tunnel. By the end of June, 
another slating shafts had reached the main tunnel site. At present, the total 
footage of the main tunnel has reached 1,277 meters, being 13 percent of the 
whole length. At the same time, 130 meters of the open ditch for drawing 
water into the tunnel, and 165 meters of the buried pipe in the tunnel have 
been completed. 


"Be sure to complete the tunnel for the passage of water by next year" is now 
the slogan expressing the common aspiration of the soldiers and civilians. The 
workers of the relevant departments responsible for surveying, designing, con- 
struction and other types of work are working day and night, and reports of

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CONSTRUCTION OF NEW OVERPASS IN PROGRESS IN TIANJIN

[Text] Under the burning sun of a hot summer day, I, as a correspondent, came 
to a bridge construction site for news coverage. The motors were roaring as 
the dip trucks and push carts were running hither and thither while cranes 

were flying overhead. Piles in rows looked like giants standing up to greet 
visitors. It was an inspiring sight. Near a bridge pier of the Jingshan 
Railway, I found Dong Yanling [5516 1693 7881], a responsible member of the 
work group assigned by the municipal engineering bureau to work at the work- 
site. When he knew the purpose of my visit, he led me into a improvised shack, 
and then brought in Engineer Li Zhigang [2621 1807 0474] of the Fourth Section 
of the No 1 Municipal Construction Company which was in charge of the construc- 
tion of the bridge. 


Engineer Li Zhigang said: "The overpass at Shiyijing Road is one of the 
projects of earthquake relief. It is planned to be completed at the end of 
this year. The bridge is 547.2 meters long with 26 piers and 25 openings, and 
has to straddle the Jingshan Railway and Jintang Railway. The higher authori- 
ties want it to be strongly quake-proof in quality and attractive in appearance. 
It will help to beautify the city and become one of Tianjin's attractions. 

To meet these two requirements, the municipal engineering, survey and design 
academy, which is responsible for the design of the overpass, has decided to 
use continuous box girders made of prestressed reinforced concrete, which is 
less bulky but more strongly quake-proof ." At this point, he looks serious 
and said: "The biggest problem is for the bridge to straddle Jingshan Railway. 
There are seven rail tracks at the intersection of the overpass and the rail- 
way. Of the three openings, the middle one is 32 meters wide and each of the 
other two is 30 meters wide. A total of 12 box girders have to be used, the 
heaviest one weighing 186 tons and the lightest one weighing 60 tons. Trains 
pass every few minutes. Since Jingshan Railway is a national railway, it can- 
not be interrupted for a single minute, and we must guarantee its absolute 





Li “hipang continued: "The heaviest beam we have ever hoisted weighed only 

50 tons. We have also moved a 100-ton discarded pillbox on ground. Now, for 
the first time, we have to hoist a heavy girder weighing more than 180 tons." 
He said after a long pause: "The construction and installation of the main 
beam calls for nine sequences of work, and there are five difficult problems: 
First, after pouring in the concrete, we have to move the heavy girder of more 
than 180 tons to the work-site. Secondly, we have to raise it to a height of 
more than 6.55 meters (the height of the piers). Thirdly, since we cannot do 
any work on the ground because of the rail tracks, we have to move the girder 
in its vertical position above the ground. Fourthly, we have to move the 
girder on its horizontal position above the ground. Finally, we have to lay it 
on the piers. So these are the five difficult problems we have to cope with." 


Instead of losing heart or retreating, they are facing the difficulties 
squarely. A task force including Assistant Manager Tian Ningshou [3944 

0413 1108] of the No 1 Municipal Construction Company; Deputy Chief Engineer 
Li Zhaohe [2621 2507 0735]; Chief of the Fourth Section Li Zhigang; and 
Engineer Xiao Rongxi [5135 2837 3886], who is concurrently the deputy chief, 
has been formed. Relying on the veteran weight-hoisting workers and encourag- 
ing the masses to make suggestions, they are trying to overcome the difficul- 
ties. Thanks to the assistance of the relevant units, they have worked out a 
meticulous plan for solving these five difficult problems. For the surface 
transportation of the girders, they have already obtained the support of the 
heavy equipment transportation unit; for hoisting the heavy girders, they 

have already prepared the necessary parts for erecting the frame for the 
gantry crane and borrowed the required pulleys; the principal tools for moving 
the girders in a vertical position are already; the making of the "slipway" 
and "sliding shoes" is being expedited for their horizontal movement; and the 
designs for the installation of the girders on the piers have already been 
completed. 


Great achievement has been made since the work on the overpass began on 1 April. 
The machinery company under the construction engineering bureau began pile- 
driving for the foundation on 25 April and completed its job on all 640 

piles on 27 May, 50 days ahead of schedule. On 4 July, concrete pouring was 
completed for all the 26 piers, and preparations began for the same job on the 
main beams on the western side of the railway. 


Engineer Xiao Rongxi, the deputy chief of the Fourth Section of the No l 
Municipal Construction was full of enthusiasm when he envisaged the future 

of the overpass. He said: "The driveway of the overpass is 15 meters wide and 
four vehicles can drive abreast. On each side of it is a pedestrian path 1.5 
meters wide. After completion, the overpass will cut across the Daguangming 
bridge in the west all the way to Qufu Road and Shengli Road. In the east, it 
will go all the way to Chenglinzhuang Road, Xinkai Road and Kunwei Road, and 
thus avoid the bottleneck in the inner ring of traffic. The bridge will be 
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COMMODITY HOUSES BEING SOLD TO PRIVATE RESIDENTS IN TIANJIN

Floorspace of 70,000 Square Meters Already Sold in the Municipality" ] 


[Text] Many people have visited the Municipal Construction and Development 
Company everyday, since it began to sell commodity houses in early May this 
year. By 20 July, 118 units have registered with the construction and 
development company for the purchase of commodity houses totaling 326,000 
square meters in floorspace. More than 40 units have already signed purchase 
agreements for a total floorspace of more than 70,000 square meters. It is 
anticipated that some 150,000 square meters will be sold by the end of this 
year. For those units that have signed the contracts, the delivery of houses 
will take place within this year at the earliest or within one and a half 
year at the latest. 


The building and selling of commodity houses are a new and important way of 
housing construction in our municipality. In accordance with the plans for 
capital construction and urban construction, these houses are intended for the 
small- and medium-size units which have difficulty in building houses with 
self-raised funds. These houses are built with pooled funds and to be sold in 
advance to the nearby units. In only 2 months, the superiority of this system 
has been shown in many aspects. 


First, it helps speed up construction by using turnover funds. Since the 
founding of the municipal construction and development company, the municipal 
planning commission has assigned to it the task of building 100,000 square 
meters of commodity houses, including 85,000 square meters in the downtown area 
and 15,000 square meters in Tanggu area. The houses for the downtown area were 
to be built in the newly opened residential areas in Xiaohaidi, Tiyuanbei and 
Beicang, and the work on these houses was begun at the end of last month. 
Advanced sales of the houses began in May, and work on the first lot of houses 
sold was started in the residential area of Changjiang Road immediately after 
the money was received. Work on the second lot was started in Xiaohaidi when 
the first lot had been completely sold; and it is planned that work on the 
third lot will start in Zhenli Road when the second lot of houses have been 
completely sold. Thus in only 2 months, the floorspace of commodity houses 





Secondly, it helps solve the problem of the small and medium-size units in 
building houses. Difficulty in building houses is a well-known problem, and 
this difficulty is even more keenly felt by those allowed to have a floor- 
space of only several hundred or approximately 1,000 square meters. The Paint- 
ing Plant and the TV University was each allowed 400-500 square meters, but 
there was no suitable land for their houses to be built and they could not find 
other units to join them in the building project. Thus they had to wait 2 or 

3 years and their houses still could not be built. Now the difficult problem 
is over, because they can buy commodity houses. The school of agronomy and 

the school of garment techniques had no technicians to form a capital construc- 
tion body, and found it very difficult to build their own houses. Now they can 
purchase houses without any trouble. These small and medium-size units are 
very pleased with their purchases. A leading member of some plant once said: 
We promised the masses to do something [about housing] every year in the past, 
but could never fulfill our promise. Now, at last, we can do it. 


Thirdly, in buying houses, people can choose those in their vicinity. In the 
past, it was very difficult for some units to find a suitable location, be- 
cause those in the east had always to build their houses in the west, and vice 
versa, causing inconvenience to the workers’ transportation. Now the commodity 
houses are spread out in all directions, and, thanks to the meticulous arrange- 
ments by the business offices of che construction and development company, 

many units have chosen to buy the houses close to their neighborhood. The 
Lihua Food Plant, the Forestry Tools Plant, the Daming Motor Plant, the Fifth 
Plastic Wares Plant and the Yintie Can-Making Plant are all not far away from 
Changjiang Road, and that is where their commodity houses are located. 


Fourthly, it blocks the way for unhealthy tendencies. In building houses with 
self-raised funds, the units had a lot of headache because of the complex pro- 
cedures calling for "restaurants at many levels" and “special connections." 

To get through these obstacles, people are compelled to resort to various 
unethical tactics. One of them is called "offerings at every level" by throw- 
ing parties, and supplying goods "through the back door." Another method is 
called "pulling off the features of the wild goose." Once you have built a 
house, your "connections" will come in large numbers. One of them will ask for 
one room and another may even ask for two. If you do not comply with their 
requests, lots of problems will remain unsolved; if you comply with their re- 
quests, you will end up with very little left for yourself after all the 
trouble you have been through in building that house. The procedures are very 
much simpler in purchasing houses. As long as you have the permit to own houses 
and buy materials, and the money to be handed over to the development company, 
and signed the contract, the procedures are completed. There is neither 
"offering" nor “feature pulling," and you will get exactly the amount of floor- 
space you pay for. 


Fifthly, it solves the problem of auxiliary facilities for collectively built 
houses. In the past several years, the method of building houses with the 
collective funds of several units was used in our municipality. The result was 
that the hoiucee were huilt without the auvwviliarv facilities. thie causine creat 





by the development company for house building, the company will strictly 
observe the municipal planning, and build the houses with the necessary 
auxiliary facilities. This is of great convenience to the workers in their 
daily life. 


Now, applications have been received for all the existing commodity hes. 
With the support of the municipal government, the municipal construction and 
development company is now working with the planning departments on the 
requisition of land for building houses, in an effort to build more commodity 
houses. 
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HOUSE EXCHANGE FOR RESIDENTS' CONVENIENCE IN TIANJIN

[Text] The housing control departments are actively serving as ‘media"™ for 
the masses in an extensive program of house-swapping.

This program 
has alleviated the contradictions arising from housing shertage, reduced the 
pressure on city traffic and provided convenience in people's daily life. 


The house-exchange centers in various districts have adopted the method of ex- 
change by groups according to mutual agreement by different plants and housing 
areas. They have also set up house-exchange posts, introduced interested par- 
ties to one another, and conducted them on house inspections. The number of 
people applying for house-swapping has continued to increase. The house- 
exchange centers in Nankai, Hongchiao, Hebei and Hexi districts have held 

four mass meetings for house-swapping by the residents. In the same districts, 
10 housing control centers have also held similar meetings for residents with- 
in their areas. At the meetings, wall bulletins are put up showing the con- 
ditions of house-swapping inside and outside their own districts, so that the 
residents could decide on their own choice. The municipal housing control 
bureau has also prepared for the house-swapping meetings special apartments 

to solve the problem of some households whose members have to live in different 
places. People planning to change their houses have lined up for registration 
from early morning to late evening. Sometimes, some 1,000 people were in the 
line. Many of them visited their new houses in the morning and went through 
the procedures in the afternoon; and some of them moved into their new houses 
on the same day.

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NEW PROGRESS IN URBAN CONSTRUCTION IN JIANGSU CITIES REPORTED

in 1l Municipalities of Our Province") 


[Text] The provincial statistics bureau recently publicized some data showing 
that since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, 11 
cities in our province have strengthened the work of city planning and con- 
struction by readjusting the productive and nonproductive sectors in accordance 
with the principle of national economic readjustment. They have all achieved 
new success in housing construction, road building, sewage disposal, and the 
supply of water, gas, and liquefied petroheum gas; and in tree-planting, re- 
pairing and preserving the scenic spots. 


Residential housing for the urban population has developed rapidly. In the 
past 3 years and more, the area of residential housing has increased by 5,840 
square meters, the net increase being more than the total increase in the pre- 
vious 29 years. At the end of 1981, the actual housing area in the 11 cities 
was 45,880,000 square meters, an increase of 35.1 percent over the area at the 
end of 1978. 


In the past several years, the cities have built a number of trunk highways, 
laid a network of sewer pipes and widened a number of traffic bottlenecks. 

At the end of 1981, the total length of roads in the 11 cities was 5.7 percent 
more than at the end of 1979. The total length oi .ewer pipes exceeded that 
at the end of 1979 by 139 kilometers, and the number of transportation 
vehicles, including public buses and tramcars, exceeded that of 1978 by 364. 


Urban public utilities have also developed rapidly. In 1981, the daily water- 
supply capacity of the waterworks in the 1l cities was increased by 40.4 per- 
cent over that of 1978, and the percentage of the city dwellers using tap 

water has been increased from 60 percent in 1978 to 72 percent. The sales of 
househcld gas and liquefied petroleum gas have also been increased every year. 
In 1981, the sales of household gas in Nanjing Municipality was 58 percent more 
than in 1978, and the people using gas amounted to 12.4 percent of the munici- 
pal population. The sales of household liquefied petroleum gas also increased 
by 60.8 percent over those in 1978 in Nanjing, Wushi, Suzhou, Changzhou and

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PROGRESS OF BUILDING MATERIALS INDUSTRY IN HEBEI REPORTED

mented the policy of readjustment, restructuring, reorganization and improve- 
ment with good results. In the 3 years from 1979 to 1981, the average annual 
output of building materials was higher than in 1978; and in the first 7 
months of this year, it was also higher than in the same period last year by 
more than 11 percent, with increased quantity and improved quality. 


Concentrating its efforts on key products and the products in short supply, the 
building materials industry in our province has persisted in carrying out equip- 
ment renovation and technical transformation among the existing enterprises 

and taking the road of "intensive" development of production. The Yaohua 

Glass Factory of Qinhuangdao has carried out large-scale technical transforma- 
tion on several occasions, and by the end of 1981, its productive capacity was 
& percent more than before the transformation. Its increased profits and 
taxes in the past 3 years was sufficient for building a new factory of the 

same size as it was before the transformation. The Tangshan Construction 
Ceramics Plant's productive capacity was doubled after the technical transfor- 
mation. It was able to accumulate more than 40 million yuan for the state, 
although only 11 million yuan was spent on the transformation. 


Giving play to our strong points in the building materials industry, our 
province has gradually embarked on a large-scale construction program, inclu- 
ding the importation of the modern Jidong Cement Plant, the largest one in the 
country capable of producing 1.5 million tons of cement each year. Its con- 
struction is now being stepped up and it will be ready for operation next 
year. There is also a project to construct a kiln to be fed with nine 





To meet the requirements of peasants in building houses, the building materials 
industry departments in our province have changed the orientation of its ser- 
vice, and, since 1979, have vigorously developed the production of cement 
structural components for rural buildings. The output has now been increased 
from the original 10,000-20,000 cubic meters to more than 100,000 cubic meters. 
In the past several years, nearly 200,000 cubic meters of cement structural 
components for rural buildings have been produced in the province, thus help- 
ing to solve the problem of house building for nearly 200,000 peasant house- 
holds. 


To suit the changes in the market during the period of readjustment and to 
increase the competitive power of our building materials, we have readjusted 
the proportions of cement grades and varieties and increased the output of 
large and high-grade toilet ceramics and the accessory products. The output of 
specially selected, and various processed glass products have also been in- 
creased to meet the consumers’ requirements. 


In the past several years, we have had some success in changing the materials 
for building walls. The tradition materials have undergone "four changes," 
namely, the changes from high energy consumption to low energy consumption, 
from the heavy to the light type, from small pieces to large pieces, and from 
destruction of farmland to building farmland. New types of construction 
materials are being vigorously developed. By the end of 1981, the province had 
acquired the productive capacity for 2@ ,000 square meters of new building 
materials, and residential houses with a total floorspace of more than 60,000 
square meters have been built with these new materials. 


In the past 2 years, the building materials industry departments in our pro- 
vince have also experimented in restructuring and integration in order to 
promote the development of small cement industry in our province.

RESULTS OF ECONOMIC RESPONSIBILITY SYSTEM IN HEBEI REPORTED

[Text] More than 40 construction units with their 60,000-strong army of 
construction workers have learned from the advanced experiences of Handan No 2 
Municipal Construction Company since March 1980, and have shown remarkable 
economic results. The proportion of “all-perfect" engineering to the total 
area of completed work was raised from 5.7 percent in 1979 to 47 percent in 
1981. The construction periods for small redidential areas were generally 
reduced by a range of 10 percent to 20 percent, and the engineering cost 
dropped by more than 4 percent in 61.5 percent of the total number of construc- 
tion units. In some units, the cost was reduced by more than 10 percent. 


Guided by the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Com- 
mittee, Handan No 2 Municipal Constructidn Company has emanicipated its mind 
and actively enforced the system of economic responsibility. For 3 successive 
years, the average output value per worker wis more than 10,000 yuan. It alsa 
completed more than 300,000 square meters of fine-quality residential housing, 
and gave outstanding performances in helping to rebuild Tangshan. Since March 
1980, when the summing up and popularization of Handan No 2 [abbreviation of 
"Handan Second Municipal Construction Company"] began, and particularly since 

4 November last year, when Comrade Hu Yaobang called Handan No 2 "the most 
advanced construction unit in the country," all the construction units parti- 
cipating in the construction in Tangshan have compared themselves with Handan 
No 2, noted their own shortcomings, and worked out measures to learn from its 
experiences in earnest. They believed that Handan No 2 is not only the trail- 
blazer in "all-perfect*"' engineering feats, but also an advanced model in im- 
proving economic results. Therefore, in learning from Handan No 2, they must 
learn from its method of accumulating wealth, take a firm hold of the system

have a sense of responsibility to the consumers and to improve the engineering 
quality so that the service life of their products can be prolonged. In 
learning from and popularizing the experiences of Handan No 2, therefore, they 
have constantly regarded the improvement of engineering quality and the 
accomplishment of “all-perfect" engineering work as matters of prime impor- 
tance. They encouraged their workers and staff members to cultivate the 

sense of being masters of the units by bearing the needs of the users in mind 
and having a keen sense of responsibility to the users, and to strictly follow 
the proper work procedures. They also enforced a system of reward and punish- 
ment, adopted due technical measures, and set up a strict system of quality 
inspection. As a result, the area of their "all-perfect" engineering has con- 
tinued to increase every year. In 1979, eight units had "all-perfect" engin- 
eering over an area of 141,700 square meters. In 1980, 22 units had the same 
performance over an area of 936,000 square meters. In 1981, 28 units repeated 
the performance over an area of 1,070,000 square meters. In the course of 
striving for "all-perfect" engineering, many units have passed the stage of 
"repairing" until "all perfection" is achieved, before coming to the stage of 
"all perfection" at the first attempt. They are of the opinion that "repair- 
ing" to "all perfection" does not mean real skill, and that in order to combine 
the economic results of the society with those of the enterprises, they must 
strive for "all perfection" at the first attempt. Therefore, they paid great 
attention to the training of their workers in basic technology. The second 
branch of the fourth provincial construction company undertook the construct ion 
of the building of Tangshan No 2 Municipal Telephone Bureau. By strengthen- 
ing total quality control and adopting technical measures whereby everyone 

had to strictly adhere to the quality standards, this unit accomplished "all 
perfection" at the first attempt, and saved more than 34,000 yuan from the 
reduced consumption of labor and materials and the reduced use of mathinery. 
The engineering cost was reduced by 5.1 percent, and fairly good economic 
results were obtained. 


Reduction of the construction period is an important indication of good 
economic results. The construction units have adopted various effective 
measures to increse efficiency and reduce the construction period. Tangshan 
No 1 Municipal Construction Company undertook the building of a small resi- 
dential area in Hebei District totaling 250,000 square meters. Work was 
started in September 1978, and the whole project, including the building of 
houses of a new structure requiring the pouring of concrete and assembly, and 
the completion of the network of pipes and accessory facilities, was ready 
for use in September 1981. Nearly 3,000 workers were put to work and the 
project took 3 years. Work on the Daqing No 3 and No 4 residential areas was 
started later. Their combined area was about the same as that in Hebei District, 
and the structures of houses in all three areas were identical. Because the 
construction unit had summed up its own experiences, learned from the exper- 
iences of Handan No 2, skillfully used the method of grade separation and 





the experiences of Hantan No 2 and adopted a new sytem of management whereby 

| ive criteria were set up for the evaluation of work, and the company assumed 
responsibility tor six types of expenditures on the condition that it would 
share the savings from these expenditures. The enthusiasm of the workers and 
staff members was fully aroused, and the construction period was effectively 
shortened. A comparison of the construction of No 9 Zhaoguozhuang Mire which 
the company undertook at first, with that of No 11 residential area, wnich it 
undertook later, showed that the construction period was shortened by 21 per- 
cent. This reduction brought forth economic benefits for not only the society, 
but also the enterprise itself. In 1981, the average output value per worker 
or staff member was more than 7,300 yuan, and the average floorspace completed 
by each of them was 47 square meters. The engineering cost was reduced by 
more than 6 percent, and the profit for the enterprise as well as the income 
of its workers and staff members were all increased. This company has become an 
advanced unit in learning from Handan No 2. 


In learning from the methods of Handan No 2 in the accumulation of wealth, all 
the construction units have paid attention to all matters large and small in 
their meticulous calculations and strict budgeting, as well as the practice of 
economy. In choosing locally produced building materials for different work- 
sites, they had to compare the quality, the prices and the distances of trans- 
portation. They had to make rational arrangements for the storage of materials 
in order to minimize unnecessary transportation. Many units have also restricted 
the requisition of materials so that the old equipment could be repaired and 
utilized in comprehensive utilization. Thus, a great deal of state funds and 
building materials were saved. 


At present, the construction units participating in the rebuilding of Tangshan 
are further summing up their experiences in learning from Handan No 2, and 
redoubling their efforts for a comprehensive improvement of economic results 
as a means of greeting the convention of the 12th Party Congress.

INCREASED INVESTMENTS IN FUJ LAN URBAN HOUSING CONSTRUCTION 
Fuzhou FUJIAN RIBAO in Chinese 22 Aug 82 p 1 


f[Article: "Investments in Urban Housing Construction in Past 3 Years Exceeded 
Those in Previous 29 Years in Our Province" ] 


[Text] Housing conditions for the residents, workers and staff members in our 
province have improved since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Cen- 
tral Committee. According to the statistics of six municipalities--namely, 
Fuzhou, Xiamen, Nanping, Quanzhou, Changzhou and Sanming--the living space for 
each person has been increased from 3.4 square meters in 1978 to 4.3 square 
meters in 1981. The number of households being short of living space has been 
reduced by more than 22,000. 


In 1979-1981, the government has allocated quite a lot of funds to solve the 
housing problem for the urban residents as well as the workers and staff mem- 
bers of industrial and mining enterprises. The ratio of investments in hous- 
ing construction to the total capital construction investments have cont inued 
to increase every year at an average of 17.36 percent, a higher rate than in 
1974 when a 9.46 increase was achieved and considered to be the highest record. 
In these 3 years, a total investments (including state and local investments 
with the addition of the enterprises’ self-raised funds) amounted to more than 
480 million yuan, which was more than the grand total of investments in 
housing construction in 29 years from 1950 to 1978. The area of completed 
housing was more than 4,487,000 square meters, or equivalent to the grand 
total of 12 years from 1967 to 1978, and 32.35 percent of the grand total of 
32 years since the founding of the People's Republic. 


Improvement in housing conditions is reflected by not only the quantity, but 
also the quality of houses. Compared with those of the 1950's and 1960's, the 
designs of the present houses are of many more varieties, the fixture is of 
higher quality, the accessory equipment is more complete, ahd the ventilation 
and lighting are closer to ideal. 





have encouraged collectives and individuals to invest in housing, while some 
eligible enterprises have obtained bank loans to support their workers and 
staff members in building houses. In 1981, the housing area built by the 
collect ively-owned units and the urban residents amounted to approximately 
1,153,000 square meters, equivalent to 64.53 percent of the area built by 
construction units owned by the whole people in the province. Furth .ore, 
in the past 3 years, 40 counti-s and municipalities have obtained loans 
totaling 31 million yuan from the construction bank to build more than 413,000 
square meters of floorspace for sale. Nearly 90,000 square meters of them have 
already been occupied, and the problem for accommod.ting 1,800 households has 
been solved.

[Text] Hong Kong's exports to China enjoyed the greatest growth among our 
trading partners, according to the trade figures released by the Census and 
Statistics Department yesterday. 


Domestic exports to China amounted to $2 billion during the period January to 
August 1982, as against $1.6 billion for the same period last year, a 48 percent 
rise. 


Among the major exports, the toy industry experienced the greatest growth of 
25 percent to $110.2 billion, while the clothing industry is still our leading 
export earner, amounting to $18.8 billion for the period. 


As for the import commodities, all items experienced some growth with the 
exception of machinery and equipment where growth is insignificant, which may 
reflect the fact that businessmen are cooling down their expansion plans 

due to the political uncertainty over Hong Kong. 


According to trade statistics total merchandise trade for January to August 
1982, valued at $174.4 billion, showed an increase of 5 vercent as compared 
with the same period in 1981. 


Domestic exports rose by 6 percent to $53.2 billion, imports by 4 percent to 
$92.6 billion and re-exports by 8 percent to $28.6 billion. 


Domestic exports to the United States rose by 9 percent amounting to $19.8 
billion. Substantial increases were recorded in plastic toys and dolls (by 
$928 million or 71 percent), clothing (by $727 million or 11 percent) and 
electrical machinery, apparatus and appliances (by $88 million or 4 percent). 


Significant increases were registered in the domestic exports to China of 
toleararmimicatiane and enimad rerardine and renrnducine annaratie and eauinment 





Most commodities exported to Germany declined in value including watches and 
clocks (declined by $31 million or 10 percent), and telecommunications and sound 
recording and reproducing apparatus and equipment (declined $77 million or 

21 percent). Domestic exports of electrical machinery, apparatus and appliances 
increased steadily (by $29 million or 16 percent). 


Domestic exports to Britain of electrical machinery apparatus and appliances 
increased by $22 million or 8 percent but those of telecommunications and 
sound recording and reproducing apparatus and equipment declined. 


Local demand for goods imported from China remained strong. Increases were 
recorded mainly in clothing (by $797 million or 37 percent), iron and steel 
(by $296 million or 102 percent), meat and meat preparations (by $257 million 
or 50 percent) and textile (by $189 million or 5 percent). The total imports 
from China in the period increased by 14 percent amounting to $20.8 billion.

[Text ] | Beijing: from our special correspondent} China's total 
industrial output in August 1982 was Rmb44, 700 million, 
thus bringing the first eight months’ total to Rmb362,210 
million, which is 9.1% more than that of the same period 
of last year, according to industry sources here. 

Light industrial output value in the first eight months 
amounted to Rmb182,500 million, a 8.5% increase, while that 
of the heavy industry reached Rmb179,710 million, up 9.8 
over the same 1981 period. The growth rate of the heavy 
industry continued to be higher than that of the light industry 

The output value of such durable high-grade products in 
light industry as bicycles, sewing machines, cameras, and 
household refrigerators increased by over 30% in the January 
August period, compared with the same period of last year 
Color TV sets, recorders and household washing machines 
increased by 150%, 160% and 190% respectively. That of 
chemical fiber, cotton yarn and cloth continued tou increas 
while silk fabrics, woollen fabrics and knitting wool alsu 
showcd considcrable growth. In the heavy industry, the 
production of rolled steel increased by 10.8%, and mining 
equipment and metallurgical equipment showed over 20% 
increases. Increases in coal and electricity were S.o . and 
7.1% respectively. Output of crude oil was up only 1%, that 
of natural gas showed a drop of 7.2%.

GROUP FROM SHENZHEN ARRIVES-~-A delegation of senior Chinese Shenzhen officials, 

the first group to come to Hong Kong since the visit of the British prime minister, 
arrived yesterday. A meeting will take place tomorrow to review progress in 

the joint expert working groups, set up under the agreement signed by Hong Kong 

and Shenzhen on 30 April. And there is little connection with the prime 

minister's recent visits to China and Kk .g Kong, political adviser Robert 

McLaren said. "This is a routine meeting on how the working groups are doing,” 

he said. The Shenzhen team will be led by the secretary general of the Shenzhen 
Municipality, Zhen Xipei.

ABSTRACT: In the middle of Apr 82, the Bureau of Machine Tools of Ministry of Ma- 
chine Industry and the Bureau of Machine and Electricity No 1 of the National Bureau 
of Materials jointly held a product order conference for machine tools, forging press- 
es, Casting and founding machines, and wood-working machine tools. Following the 
policy of emphasizing the planned economy and complimenting it with market adjust- 
ment, the conference strove to serve the customers well but insisted upon concen- 
tration of merchandise orders. While permitting purchases of selected superior pro- 
ducts, orders for products that werein short supplyWere balanced through comprehen- 
sive distribution. During the conference time, negotiations and order-taking pro- 
ceeded actively and enthusiastically. The quantity of completed sales exceeded the 
original expectation. Orders for 10,000+ machines were taken, more than the com- 
bined quantity of the 2 conferences held last year, to reflect the come-back situa- 
tion of the machine tool industry.
